destination safe and sound instead of in 
a hospital. 

“During the past year or two nothing 
has changed more than the railroad day 
coach. ... They are clean, comfortable, 


warm in winter, cool in summer; the 
one we rode in had no reclining chairs 
but most of them have, and you can 
have all the pillows you wish for ten 
cents per. Also hot coffee and sand- 
wiches, cookies or pie, ‘served by the 
news butcher whenever you wish. 
Sandwiches at ten cents-~very good 
ones, too—and coffee for five. 

Talk about service—even the con- 
ductor doubles to assist the brakie as 
nursemaid, porter, and roustabout, A 
young mother in front of us had an 
infant son... The brakie tended this 
infant .. . while mother took a vaca- 
tion, and Jet it hang on the finger of 
one hand and paw and jump up and 
down, without giving the slightest 
indication this was at all out of line 
with his regular duties...”

With Large Program of Extensions and Improvements 


Following his return ‘to San Francisco 
after an- extended trip.te the East, 
Middle West and South, President A. D. 
MeDonald issued the following state- 
ment: 

“During the past five weeks I have 
had opportunity of observing business 
conditions and talking with business 
and industrial leaders in New York and 
Chicago, in Texas and Louisiana, and 
elsewhere, Industrial and trade con- 
ditions are greatly improved. All with 
whom I came in contact seemed con- 
vinced that business is definitely on the 
upgrade. I found this true everywhere 
without a single important dissenting 
voice, 


“At no time since the depression 
started has there been such unanimity 
of better feeling. That the turn in 
sentiment igs particularly noticeable in 
New York City seems significant in 
view of the gloomy outlook that has 
prevailed in the financial community 
there until very recently. 

“All this goes deeper than mere sur- 
face sentiment. There is evidence of a 
change having taken place in the basic 
policy of business and industrial leaders 
during the last few months. 

“Since the beginning of the depres- 
sion and until recently the policy of 
business generally has been to safe- 
guard stability and to conserve cash in 
each individual case, involving general 
abandonment of new projects and post- 
ponement of much current maintenance 
work, with a consequent cutting down. 
of payrolls. 

“Now, however, business seems to 
have taken the initiative again, with a 


go-ahead spirit not manifest before dur- 
ing the depression period. 

“The decision of the United States 
Supreme Court with respect to the Na- 
tional Recovery Act may be mentioned 
among the incidents and influences that, 
have helped remove the fecling of un- 
certainty general in business, big and 
ittle. : 
“More recently the President’s as- 
surance that business is to be given a 
‘breathing spell’ has further helped. 
And expenditure of government money 
has contributed to current business 
activity. 

“The growing volume of traffie on 
Southern Pacific Lines reflects the gen- 
eral increase in business. With an 
average of 29,000 freight cars loaded 
each week during October, or 16% over 
last, year, earloadings of the Southern 
Pacific are beginning to reflect the 
benefits of the general revival. Cur- 
rent loadings are at the highest level in 
four years, the best previous period 
being June, 1931. Largest increases 
are in agricultural products although 
other commodities are moving in larger 
volume also. 

“Substantial gains are being made in 
passenger traffic, our revenues from this 
source for both September and October, 
1985, being the largest for those months 
since 1931. Recent improvements to 
passenger train cars such as air-condi- 
tioning, faster schedules, and greatly 
reduced fares, have helped, along with 
the improved economic situation, to 
bring this passenger traffic increase to 
the railroad. 

“Southern Pacific Company is doing 
its part in adding impetus to the new 


upgrade movement, and this in the 
most practical way at its command, 
namely, through the expenditure of 
substantial sums of money in adding 
new trains and facilities and otherwise 
extending aud improving its service. 

“During 1934 and 1935 Southern 
Pacific spent a total of approximately 
$1,000,000 in air-conditioning and im- 
proving its own passenger train cars. 
We are now moving ahead more aggres- 
sively in this direction. Approxitnately 
$1,100,000 has been authorized for the 
1936 program, work has already started 
and on completion of it substantially 
all of our principal ‘trains will be fully 
air-conditioned. Going along with this, 
arrangements are being made for an 
equally important extension of air- 
conditioning of Pullman cars operated 
in Southern Pacific trains. In addition 
to capital costs for air-conditioning, 
Southern Pacific will also spend next 
year approximately $1,400,000, repre« 
senting costs of operating the air-con- 
ditioned equipment. 

“During recent weeks we have made 
notable improvements in our freight 
service, particularly in the fast over- 
night merchandise service to many 
points in the San Joaquin Valley and 
between San Francisco and Los An- 
geles. Soon this improved service will 
be extended to Sacramento Valley 
points. 

“Other extensions and betterments 
affecting both freight and passenger 
service are contemplated and will be 
made effective as rapidly as is consis- 
tent with good business judgment and 
continuation of the movement towards 
business recovery.”

PRESS PRAISES: Newspapers Laud 


Dixie Men and U. S. 


The U. S. Steamboat Inspection 
Board in New York on October 16 ab- 
solved Captain Einar W. Sundstrom 
and the officers of the Dixie of all blame 
for the grounding of the vessel off the 
Florida Coast September 2. 

Thus ends happily another stirring 
story of the sea. From beginning to 
end of the Dixie’s misadventure, Cap- 
tain Sundstrom, bis officers and men 
acted in accordance with the highest 
traditions of the sca, and won for them- 
selves and Southern Pacific Service the 
commendation of the country. 

Here are extracts from some of the 
editorials printed throughout the na- 
tion, commenting on the Dixie's ground- 
ing and the saving of passengers: 

Under the heading, “Nothing to 
Hide,” the Annapolis Evening Capital 
said: “Far from evading reporters, 
Mr. Cooper took them into his confi- 
dence, presenting all available informa- 
tion with the utmost candor, When 
someone remarked that this technique 
was unusual, he gaid: ‘We do not need 
any attorneys to advise us what to give 
out to the publie, as we have nothing to 
hide?” 

The Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution, Sep- 
tember 8, said: “The conduct of the 
Dixie’s crew is a bright spot in American 
sea history, The story of the Dixie 
disaster is a saga of heroism that will go 
down in the annals of sea history as a 
tribute to the courage and efficiency 
of American seamen.” 


The “Brighter Side” 

Baltimore Sun, September 6: “If 
there could be said to be a ‘brighter 
side’ to the picture of horror and des- 
truction left by the savage tropical 
hurricane along the Florida west coast, 
it would be in the courage exhibited by 
passengers and crew of the Dixie during 
the two days and nights when the ship, 
fast on o reef, was torn and buffeted 
by the storm.” 

Boston Globe, September 6: “The 
best traditions of the sea have been up- 
held by the master and the crew of the 
Dixie.” “ 

Boston Traveler, September 6: ‘And, 
ashore, line officials spared neither ex- 
pense nor effort in bringing passengers 
to land, With unlimited faith in Cap- 
tain Sundstrom, officials made no 
attempt to advise him. “The attitude 
of the line,’ said Manager Cooper, ‘is to 
hell with expense.’ Just for that, sir, 
you will probably get back far more 
than it cost you—and we hope you do.” 

Kansas City Star, September 7: “But 
no amount of legislation will do so much 
to restore our marine prestige in the 
eyes of the world as the kind of courage 
and efficiency shown by the officers and 
the crew of the Dixie.” 

New Orleans States, September 6: 


Board Exonerates Them 


“And when the passengers, grateful for 
their deliverance, started a purse to 
reward the seamen for what they had 
done, these latter declined to receive it 
and said they had only done their duty. 
That rang true to the traditions of 
the sea.” 


Courage and Seamanship 

New Orleans Times-Picayune, Sep- 
tember 20; “Courage, seamanship and 
the staunchness of the craft had their 
part in salvage of the coastwise liner 
Dixie, refloated after it was driven on 
the Florida straits reef by a hurricane.” 

Labor Chronicle, New York, Sep- 
tember, 1935: “Her passengers, though 
badly shaken, were delivered home 
safely after enjoying every comfort that 
money could provide in the circum- 
stances, and newspapers gave much 
space to praises of eaptain, crew and the 
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Southern Pacific Railway Company, 
which owns the Morgan line, contrast- 
ing the handling of this emergency with 
the ghastly bungling in other marine 
disasters.” 

Oakland Post Enquirer, September 
12: “From the time of the first flash of 
the wreck, there has been no effort to 
cover up news, to keep the public in the 
dark concerning any detail of the epi- 
sode. The Southern Pacific Company, 
which operated the ship, deserves con- 
gratulations.” 

In a letter to Captain Sundstrom 
from L. R. Gwyn, vice president of the 
Railway Express Agency, New York, 
Mr. Gwyn recalls himself to the Cap- 
tain as & passenger who sailed with him 
in 1929 on the Momus. The letter was 
to congratulate Captain Sundstrom on 
his safe arrival in New York with the 
Dixie, told of complimentary articles in 
the English newspapers, and concluded: 

“As far as I am concerned, I would 
sail on any old thing provided you were 
in command and the Southern Pacific 
Company was running the show.” 


OVERWORKED: Robert S. Henry Tells 


of Pay and Hours in Highway Transportation 


In a talk on “The Railroad Situa- 
tion,” given recently in Los Angeles 
before the Pacific Railway Club, Robert. 
8. Henry, assistant to the president of 
the Association of American Railroads, 
said: 

“Another serious disadvantage from 
the railroad point of view is the relative 
cost of labor and working conditions in 
railroads as compared with other forms 
of transportation. Only the other day 
I saw a sworn statement by the driver 
of a 40,000-pound truck and trailer 
handling gasoline on the highways that 
in six days he worked 77.5 hours. He 
had driven 21 hours one day. Such a 
fact would be hardly worth mentioning 
if it were exceptional. The serious 
thing is that it is almost typical of a

“The New York ‘Times’ had a story 
the other day of a man who drove his 
truck into the side of a building. The 
building was burned, the truck was 
burned and the man was killed. The 
matter was investigated and it was 
found that the driver had been driving 
36 hours on a stretch. Such things 
show one of the reasons why some 
truck rates are cheap. 

“The United States Government 
operates barge lines on the inland 
rivers. The average hourly wage of 
railroad employes is 59 cents per hour. 
The average wage of Federal barge 
lines, in competition with the railroads, 
is 38 cents per hour. The driver of that 
gasoline truck I mentioned drew $18 
for his 77.5 hours of weekly work. Those 
are serious competitive conditions 
which face the railroads—that we have 
one standard of wages and working con- 
ditions and our competitors have an- 
other. We have, by and large, safe con~ 
ditions and our competitors do not al- 
ways have safe conditions, 

“Nobody, apparently, is very seriously 
concerned about safety on the highways; 
I mean really, practically concerned. 
Between this time and tomorrow night, 
if the statistical average should prevail, 
there will be almost 100 people killed 


‘on the highways of the United States— 


nearly .100 every 24 hours:.. Suppose 
that sort of thing happened on rail- 
roads! Yet we put up with highway 
conditions such..as T°: have .outlined— 
men driving most unconscionably long 
hours for a pittance, while sleepy and 
exhausted, menaces'to themselves and 
to everything else on the roads.”

First Train “The Trader” 


The first new train “The Trader” 
rather took your reporter by surprise 
when it arrived suddenly, October 14, 
to provide overnight transportation of 
less-than-carload shipments from San 
Francisco, Oakland and other bay dis- 


Los Angeles and Santa Barbara in their 
dealings with each other, and to Bakers- 
field in its trade with San Francisco bay 
communities. 

It is no reflection upon the relative 
importance of the Bakersfield train to 
say that its arrival on our lines was not 
marked by a christening ceremony. The

“The Overnight” Gets Send-off 


With the institution of the new San 
Francisco-Oakland-Los Angeles train, 
less than 10 days lacer, circumscances 
favored a gathering of many company 
officials to witness the departure of both 
the south and northbound “Overnight,” 
heralded as the “fastest freight train in 
the West.” And it was your reporter's 
privilege to join the group assembled at. 
the San Francisco terminal; to watch 
the loading of last minute shipments, 
see the train made ready for its run and 
fee] the thrill of its “on-time” leaving 
for Los Angeles. 

Darkness had fallen some time before 
“The Overnight” was due to depart, and 
the blackness of night, pierced by bril- 
liant headlight shafts and starred by 
trainmen’s lanterns and flashlights, lent 
glamour to the scene. Attached to the 
rear of the train was the business car 
of J. J. Jordan, superintendent of the 
Coast Division, and as the powerful 
road engine was being coupled in place, 
Jordan spoke the words that climaxed 
another drama of railroading:

fected their plans for fast action in get- 
ting shipments into and out of the cars, 
and for quick dispatch of waybills; 
facilities of the Telegraph and Freight 
Accounts departments were called 
upon; the Pacific Motor Transport pre- 
pared its organization; while salesmen 
of the Freight Traffic Department were 
out among the prospective shippers lin- 
ing up the business that would make 
the whole new enterprise a success. 

When the Overnight was conccived, 
the problem of waybill handling ap- 
peared to be a stumbling block. There 
was no way, by common methods, to 
get the waybills to the point of destina- 
tion ahead of the train, so rapid was 
the movement of merchandise from the 
shippers’ store-door. 


Waybills Telegraphed 


Eventually there was worked out an 
alternate waybill form, and equipment 
‘was installed to handle the transmission 
of waybills by telegraph, instead of with 
the cars or by mail, a new and uncom- 
mon practice in railroading. 

Multiplex printers, operating at the 
rate of 60 words per minute were in- 
stalled in the telegraph offices at San 
Francisco and Los Angeles and all way- 
bills for merchandise aboard the Over- 
night are handled by wire after the 
train is well on its run and are in the 
hands of freight agents at destination 
Jong before its arrival. 

After the Overnight pulls out, a mes- 
senger rushes the outbound waybills to 
the Telegraph Department where they 
are copied upon the telegraph printer 
and transmitted. The receiving ma- 
chines are equipped with a heetograph 
ribbon and the original copy goes to a 


ditto machine where seven of the in- 
bound waybills are run off and delivered 
by messenger to the freight stations. 
This operation is directed by R. E. 
Steere, assistant superintendent of the 
Telegraph Department, and—~belicve

it or not—-the ability of the Company 
to succeed in giving early first morning 
delivery of merchandise hauled by the 


Overnight depends entirely on its 
success, . 

“Let's Gol? “Hurry!” “Faster!” 
Such are the commands heard through 
the San Francisco, Los Angeles and Oak- 
land freight houses during the “peak” 
hours of loading and unloading. The 
whole scene is one of action. ‘Type- 
writers and billing machines clatter 
away in the offices, while out in the 
sheds the foremen, checkers and freight 
handlers rush the merchandise ship- 
ments between trucks and car to the 
accompaniment of a constant racket 
from hand trucks, flats and tractors 
rattling over the platform floors. There 
is plenty of action everywhere, but no 
confusion. Such work must be well 
planned and carefully exeeuted to avoid 
possibility of mistakes. 

And there are no delays in switching 
operations. The trainmasters and yard 
forees take care of that. 

General Improvement 

In the October issue of the Bulletin 
the article dealing with the Pacific Mo- 
tor Transport Company and the Pacific 
Motor Trucking Company, emphasized 
the far-reaching improvement of mer- 
chandise freight handling in recent 
years, Introduction of pickup and de- 
livery service, primary function of the 
Motor Transport unit, and the institu- 
tion of coordinated train-truck service 
by means of the Trucking Company, 
working for the Transport Company ac- 
count, mark the early and late stages 
of this progress. Each company has 
rendered invaluable assistance to its 
sponsor, Southern Pacific. 

But the Southern Pacific rail service 
hasnotlagged. Matching the ingenuity 
and energy of the P. M. T. Companies, 
the railroad has kept step with its motor 
auxiliaries, so that the service from 
store-door to store-door might be con- 
sistently fast, safe and dependable. 
This called for new and faster freight 
schedules in connection with the trans- 
portation of less-than-carload ship- 
ments, and Southern Pacific met the 
issue, 

Speedier rail transport was needed. 
The answer was ‘Miscellaneous Mixed 
Trains.” They were first put in opera-

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MONEY: Purchasing Agent Deals in Millions; 
Duplicating Bureau Also Under His Direction 


Anyone will agree that 19,000,000 is 
quite a few dollars. 

True, it is a somewhat trivial sum 
when compared with the thousands of 
millions in governmental appropria- 
tions. 

But in ordinary figuring it is still a lot 
of money, and represents a 50 cent 
movie every week for 14,615 persons 
over a period of 50 years. And every- 
one knows that would take care of a 
small city’s movie-going for almost the 
whole lifetime of its population. 

This numerical juggling introduces 
the fact that Southern Pacifie spent 
$19,000,000 during 1934 in the pur- 
chase of materials and supplies for the 
operation, maintenance and improve- 
ment of its Pacific Lines, which sum 
was spent under direction of Purchas- 
ing Agent G. M. Betterton. 

This huge sum does not include 
$1,161,878 spent in 1934 by H. A. But- 
ler, manager of dining cars, hotels and 
restaurants, for food stuffs and mer- 
chandise resold to the public. 

For Affiliated Companies 

Tn addition to the expenditures for 
Pacific Lines, the Purchasing Agent’s 
office at Portland handled purchases of 
forest products for the St. Louis South- 
western Railway, the Texas & New 
Orleans Railroad, the Southern Pacific 
Railroad of Mexico, the Pacific Electric 
Railway, and other Southern Pacific 
properties, totaling $150,000. 

The inspection of forest products at 
point of shipment and checking the 
quantity and quality of fuel oil de- 
livered to the Company at various 
points, is another function of the Pur- 
chasing Department. A staff of timber 
inspectors and oil gaugers is maintained 
for these purposes. During 1934 they 
were responsible for the acceptance of 
68,000,000 fect BM of forest. products 
and over 10,000,000 barrels of oil. 

In addition to his buying activities 


the purchasing agent has charge of the 
sale of surplus materials, scrap, ete., 
such sales during 1934 exceeding 
$1,570,000. 

The sale of damaged and unclaimed. 
freight and baggage is handled by the 
agent of the Salvage and Unclaimed 
Warehouse at San Francisco who re- 
ports to the purchasing agent. At El 
Paso this work is handled by the Pur- 
chasing Department’s agent. 


Duplicating Bureau 


The Duplicating Bureau at San 
Francisco with branches at Los An- 
geles and Et Paso is also under the 
supervision of the Purchasing Depart- 
ment. Here, in addition to complete 
facilities for mimcograph, multigraph, 
schapirograph and photostat reproduc- 
tion, are printing presses on which are 
turned out tariffs, dining car menus, 
letter heads, time cards, ete. Complete 
photographie equipment for taking; de- 
veloping and printing both still and 
motion pictures is also a part of Dupli- 
cating Bureau facilities. Another func- 
tion is the maintenance and repair of 
typewriters, dictaphones, adding ma- 
chines and other office equipment. 
Some idea of the importance of this 


work can be had when we realize that 
on Pacific Lines there are over 2,800 
typewriters, 650 dictaphones and 1,200 
adding and calculating machines of all 
kinds. 

Mr. Betterton is also purchasing 
agent of the Northwestern Pacific 
Railroad, Southern Pacific Golden Gate 
Ferries, Ltd., Pacific Motor Trucking 
Co. and San Diego & Arizona Eastern 
Railway Co. The Purchasing Depart- 
ment also handles for the purchasing 
agent of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Co. of Mexico all purchases for that 
company made in the United States. 


BATHS: Brass Foundry Boys 
Have New Shop Wash Room 


The new wash room for employes of 
the Brass Foundry at Sacramento 
Shops has been completed and turned 
over to the shop for use. The building 
is 30 by 66 feet, containing sixtcen 
shower baths and thirty-two wash 
basins. In addition to the bathing 
facilities, the building also has a lunch 
room with six tables, seating twelve 
each, four rows of lockers, eighteen to 
the row. There are fourteen large win- 
dows and below each window is an in- 
take for air. There are also ventilators 
in the peak of the roof, and a constant 
supply of fresh air is maintained. The 
building is steam heated and has con- 
erete floor throughout.

SAFEST: Rails Show Lower Fatality Rate 


Than Any Other Transportation by Land or Air 


‘The railroads furnish the public with 
the safest form of transportation of any 
common earrier operating on or over 
the Iand, M. J. Gormley, executive 
assistant, Association of American Rail- 
roads, told the fifteenth annual con- 
vention of the Safety Section of that 
Association which met recently in 
Louisville, Kentucky. 

“Statistics show,” said Mr. Gorm- 
ley, “that on the highways there is one 
fatality for each 20,000,000 passenger 
miles, on the airways one fatality for 
each 24,000,000 passenger miles, and 


on the railways one fatality for cach 
400,000,000 passenger miles, The rail- 
roads are justly proud of their safety 
record and they intend to maintain and 
improve that record. 

“The official record of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission shows that 
there was a reduction in casualties of 
75 per cent to passengers in train acci- 
dents in 1933 as compared with 1923. 
We cannot find that a single accident 
to these passengers in recent years can 
be attributed to any cause implied in 
the various types of legislation enu- 
merated above.”

Railway Operating In- 


come Shows 4% Increase in Nine Months Period 


For the nine months ended Septem- 
ber, 1935, Railway Operating Revenues 
of Southern Pacific Lines amounted to 
$118,341,389 or $6,612,607 over the 
same period for 1934, or 6% increase. 

During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $91,512,235 
or $5,737,382 over the same period for 
1934, or 7% inerease. 

After deducting Tax accruals of 
$9,507,931, uncollectiblerevenuecharges 
of $32,381, net rentals paid for use of 
equipment and joint facilities amount- 


ing to $5,290,754, there was left Net 
Railway Operating Income of $11,998,- 
088, or $513,948 over the nine months 
period for 1934, or 4% increase. 

Net Railway Operating Income is 
the amount left after paying the ex- 
penses of operating the property as 
shown above. From this must be paid 
interest on bonds and Equipment Trust 
notes in the hands of the public, in- 
terest on other borrowed funds, as well 
as improvements to the property and 
dividends, if any. No dividends have 
been paid since January 2, 1932.

Problems at Recent San Francisco Convention 


Harry A. Butler, Southern Pacific, left 

and ©, E. Hell, Seaboard Air Line Raihway 

looking over the list of delegates to recent 

convention of dining car superintendents 

in San Francisco, aa registered by Miss 
Berneida Griffing. 


Represented by Harry. A. Butler, 
superintendent of dining cars, Southern 
Pacifie was host last month to the mem- 
bers of the American Association of 
Superintendents of Dining Cars in San 
Francisco for their annual convention. 

Mr. Butler is chairman of the execu- 
tive committce of the association and 
also became convention chairman when 
it was decided last June to hold the 
next conclave in San Francisco. With 
J. H. Gridley, his assistant in the dining 
ear department, he planned the con- 
vention and arranged for the entertain- 
ment of members. 

Every phase of dining car operation 
was discussed during the business ses- 
sions, which were punctuated by 
luncheons, theatre parties, dinner and 
supper dances, a bay excursion, a sight- 
sceing trip and an automobile tour of 
Napa and Sonoma counties. 

The principal address of the conven- 
tion was delivered by Marion J. Wise, 
assistant to the president of Southern 
Pacific, who—as he put it—was “pinch 
hitting for F. S. McGinnis, our vice 
president.” 

_ Mr.. Wise said “that the officers in 
charge of the dining car department of 
railroad operation occupied a very im- 
portant place in the general scheme of 
railroad transportation.” . 
. “Jt has. been said that the way to a 
man’s heart is via the stomach,” he 
continued. “It has been my. observa- 
tion in traveling all over the United 
States, that good food prepared to 
satisfy the taste of many individuals; 
served attractively in a courteous and 
efficient way, draws patronage easily, 

“I mention this because I believe 
that to a decided extent the service fur- 
nished by the dining car department 
has a direct influence, not only on pas- 
senger and freight business, but on the 


general attitude of the public towards 
railroads. To the extent that this is 
true you gentlemen have a part in the 
scheme of railroad operation that can 
be made very effective or the reverse, 
according to the impression created on 
the traveling public.” 

He said the three main factors 


entering into the problem of dining car _ 


operation, in his viewpoint, were “the 
human equation, the character and 
preparation of food” and “the equip- 
ment.” 

“T doubt if any railroad is now mak- 
ing or ever has made any money out of 
its dining car service after taking into 
consideration all of the costs that prop- 
erly should be allocated to it,”’ said Mr. 
Wise. “In this respect you gentlemen 
have a most difficult role to play, be- 
cause you and your departments are 
especially in the position of being be- 
tween the upper and the nether mill- 
stones; on the one hand being required 
to furnish service that must be not only 
particularly but generally satisfactory, 
and on the other hand required to keep 
expenses within reasonable limits.”

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P ASSES: Allen H. Babcock, Former Electrical 
Engineer of S. P., Famed Internationally, Dies 


Death ended the full life and fruitful 
career of Allen H. Babcock, electrical 
engineer for South- 
ern Pacific from 
1903 until his re- 
tirement in 1982, at 
Eureka, October 26. 

He was stricken 
with a heart attack 
the previous Sun- 
day while visiting 
his son, Thomas F, 
Babcock, of the 
Northwestern Pa- 
cific. 

Internationally 
known as an clec- 
trical engineer, Mr. Babcock started 
his career in 1891 with the early elec- 
trie companies. While he was with the 
old California Gas and Electric Com- 
pany, he had charge of electrification 
of the old North Shore Railroad Com- 
pany—now the Northwestern Pacifie— 
from Sausalito and Mill Valley to San 
Rafael and Fairfax. Previously he had 
assisted in construction of the old Oak- 
land-San Leandro-Hayward electric 
line, 

After completion of the North Shore 
work he was employed as electrical en- 
gineer by Southern Pacific to electrify 
its eastbay interurban lines. The fact 
that sinee service was inaugurated in 
1911 practically no change has been 
made in the system, is a tribute to his 
engineering foresight and ability. His 
work on this project included the de- 
sign of power houses and substations, 
design of overhead and of cars and 
equipment. The system was the first 
1,200 volt electrification in the United 
States. 

Mr. Babcock was known almost 
equally well for his avocations as for his 
vocation. He early interested himself 
in radio and as a lieutenant commander 
in the naval reserve in 1925 accom- 
panied the United States fleet on its 
annual maneuvers. On that trip he 
pioneered the development of short- 
wave radio with marked success. 

He was a technician of the highest. 
grade on all communication matters 
and was signally honored in 1924 by 
President Coolidge, upon the recom- 
mendation of the then secretary of 
commerce Hoover, with an appointment 
as delegate to the Inter-American Con- 
ference on Electrical Communications 
held in Mexico City. 

The previous year he had accom- 
panied Dr. W. W. Campbell, director of 
Lick Observatory, to Lower California 
on.an expedition to select a site from 
which to observe the eclipse of the sun. 
Previously he had been a member of the 
Lick expedition, in 1918, that observed. 
8 total eclipse of the sun at Goldendale,

Wash. He was 2 member of the Astro- 
nomical Association of the Pacific and of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, a Fellow in the 
American Institute of Eléctrical Engi- 
neers, honorary member of La Scocie- 
dad De Geografia Y Estadistica, di- 
rector of the American Radio Relay 
League and one of the organizers and 
charter member of the Engineers Club 
of San Francisco. 

By his own request, no service, either 
private or public, was held for him. He 
was buried at sea from the deck of the 
cruiser New Orleans November 1. 

Surviving him are his widow, Mrs. 
Mary F. Babcock and, besides Thomas 
F., another son, John W. Babcock, an 
engineer for the Pacifte Telephone and 
Telegraph company.

Service With Pacific Electric 


T. J. Day, freight traffic manager for 
the Pacifie Electric Railway in Los 
Angeles, and widely 
known among 
Southern Pacific 
folks in Southern 
California, has re- 
tired from active 
service.

Southwestern at Douglas, Ariz.

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“One Man Jobs”; Proper First Aid Is Stressed

Nine out of every ten personal in- 
juries are the result. of indulgence in 
unsafe practices, and about the same 
percentage of accidents sre “One Man 
Jobs.” 

These facts should cause everyone 
serious thought. AH employes should 
understand what constitutes a casualty 
reportable to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. Such casualties are those 
wherein the injury is so severe that the 
employe is unable to perform his ordi- 
nary duties for more than three days 
during the ten days immediately fol- 
lowing the accident. 

It is important that proper First 
Aid attention promptly be given all 
minor injuries. Many times, when 
neglected, complications develop and 
mere scratches or bruises produce 
serious, und occasionally fatal, results, 
as well as swelling our list of reportable 
cases, 

Supervising officers, foremen and 
employes as a whele should profit by 
reviewing the following tabulation of 
reportable cases for the first nine 
months of this year: 


STEAM: Careless Use of Radiators In Cold 
Weather Results in Huge Waste of Fuel Oil 


By R. 8. Twoaoop

With the approach of cold weather, 
heating plants are being put into opera~ 
tion all over the System, for the com- 
fort of our customers and employes. 
Steam is the most common heating 
medium, but ss the steam is delivered 
through pipes and cannot be scen, we 
do not often stop to think that heating 
our many buildings and trains costs a, 
great deal of money. 

Take, for example, a small office with 
a steam radiator 23 inches high, 10 sec- 
tions, 2 pipes per section; about eight 
pounds or one gallon of water per hour 
has to be boiled into steam to keep the 
radiator hot. A Jarger office radiator 
38 inches high, 15 sections, 3 pipes per 
section, requires about three gallons of 
water per hour to be made into steam. 
To obtain an idea of what this costs, 
compare it with gas you would use to 
boil a tea kettle of water at home. 

Offices in use cight hours per day can 
waste a great deal during the night 
hours and holidays unless some em- 
ploye is delegated to see that heat is 
shut off when not needed. 

C. A. Losh, power plant inspector, on 
the General Manager’s staff, through 
inspection and supervision, is devoting 
his entire time to seeing that all power, 


esting and other such plants are in 
good, efficient condition so that offices 
may be properly heated without exccs- 
sive expense. He will do his part in 
helping to keep down the cost of mak- 
ing a gallon of water into steam, but 
unless radiators are shut off when heat 
is not needed, the stationary fireman 
will still have to add more and more 
fuel to the boiler furnace. 


Steam costs money—Do not waste it.

These accidents resulted in a great 
deal of sorrow, pain and loss of time, 
and remember, these are only the re- 
portable cases. Several times as many 
non-reportable cases occurred. Strive 
to avoid the minor as well as the more 
serious accidents. 

The Safety page in the October 
Bulletin carried some interesting figures 
reflecting the progress made since 1917 
in reduction of employe casualties. A 
brief outline of Safety Meeting pro- 
cedure was also included and the 
necessity for ever being watchful to 
avoid being struck or run over was 
stressed. The Bulletin will serve as a 
medium for advising all employes of 
progress, or Jack of progress, being 
made as result of our combined efforts 
to safeguard life and limb. Employes 
will be kept informed of those matters 
which are most frequent causes of per- 
sonal injury or train accidents, in the 
hope we may all profit thereby.
